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FOREBEARS OF JOHN LAURENCE QUINN. 

TEMPLETOWN BEACH, COUNTY LOUTH, IRELAND 
The Vikings invasions of Ireland led to them founding Dublin in 
842AD. They made an encampment at Annagassan, Louth (20kms SW 
of Templetown Beach), from which they raided, pillaged and 
plundered the Irish. County Louth: except for the hilly Cooley 
Peninsula, the land is low and fertile. Dairy farming and fishing are 
important industries. 


Around 1180 Ireland was invaded by the English who took control. In 
1649, Oliver Cromwell’s army beat the Irish at the famous Battle of 
the Boyne in south Louth. His army slaughtered 500, 000 Irish. The 
Anglo-Irish Protestant elite controlled country estates where the 
mostly Gaelic Irish Catholic population of tenants and peasants lived 
in miserable, wretched poverty. 


Templetown (Beach) was named after the Knights Templar, who 
fought in the Holy Land between ca 1100-1300 AD. It is on the beach 
at bottom SE corner of the Cooley Peninsula, 15kms E of Dundalk. 


Irish births, deaths & marriages records are very poor indeed, outside 
of Dublin. For Dundalk, no parish records exist between 1803-1813. 
Many parish records throughout Ireland are illegible or simply 
missing.

(x2), Catherine (x2), James (x2) and John Quin.

Born 16 Nov 1853 at Millers Point, Sydney, NSW. Parents John 
Lawrence Quinn & Ann Colemoss. Living in Harrington Street (The 
Rocks), Sydney. Christened in 1858! 

Married Margaret Elizabeth Ayling on 24 March 1888 at Carabobla, 
NSW. 13 children. James also fathered 8.Leslie Parker. Elizabeth 
was 18 years old. Presbyterian marriage. Usual residence: both 
Carabobla (near Holbrook). Occupation: contractor. 

Died 20 April 1933. Buried Methodist Section, Rookwood Cemetery, 
Sydney. (Elizabeth Parker is also buried in the same cemetery). Died 
at 48 Macquarrie St. Parramatta. Labourer. Aged 79. Father: John 
Lawrence Quinn. Mother: Anne Cole. Children: James M (aged 45), 
William L (43), John (41), Irene (39), Edith (38), Reginald (35), 
Elizabeth (33), Elsie (31), Charles (28), Herbert ( 24), Susan (21), 
Dorothy (19), one male deceased. 


Father of 4. LESLIE PARKER. 

In 1865 James Michael Quinn’s sister Susannah was born on 
Gunningrah Station, Bombala, NSW. This property abuts the eastern 
bank of the Snowy River. The Parkers lived on Jimenbuen Station on 
the opposite bank. James Michael Quinn got 8.ELIZABETH PARKER 
pregnant with 4. Leslie Parker around Christmas 1883. Leslie’s 
baptism certificate from Cooma Church of England names James 
Michael Quinn, labourer, as his father. 

1885. Buckley's Crossing (Dalgety, NSW). A warrant has been issued 
by the Buckley's Crossing Bench for the arrest of James (Michael) 
Quinn, charged with unlawfully deserting his illegitimate child (Leslie 
Parker). Offender is about 26 years of age, 5 feet 2 inches high, very 
dark beard and whiskers, dark clothes, smart appearance. Offender is 
said to be travelling with cattle from Nimitybelle to Goulburn. 
Complainant Elizabeth Parker of Jimenbuen. 

NSW Police Gazette. 27 May 1885. 


Douglas Parker visited James' youngest daughters Dorothy and Susan 
in Gosford NSW around 1996. They were in their 80s. They gave me a 
photo of James Michael Quinn. I showed it to my mother and asked 
her who he looked like? “Your father (Douglas John Parker, James’ 
grandson)!”, she replied. It was a wonderful moment. Finally Leslie 
Parker’s father had been 100% confirmed. 
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In July 1891 James and his wife Margaret were stranded by 
floodwaters and the midwife was unable to reach them to deliver their 
third child, John Lawrence. Though just aged 21, Margaret delivered 
her own child safely. When little Mary Louisa was a tiny babe in 1901, 
the family took refuge from a bushfire by standing in a nearby creek. 


James taught himself to play the violin and played free of charge at 
local dances. His daughter, Mary Louise, was born with a birth mark 
on her forehead. James was ill for some time before his death. 
Margaret his wife died 26th November 1952. They were living at 
"Stafford', Macquarie Street, Parramatta. 


James and Margaret ran a boarding houses at Katoomba and Wagga. 
Once when a few boarders left without paying a Chinese shopkeeper 
gave them food to feed the children. Margaret did washing at St 
Paul’s College. James worked very hard all his life. At one stage he 
worked as a wharfie. During WWI, James and one of his sons looked 
after military horses at Holsworthy. 

1903 NSW Electoral roll: James Michael Quinn (miner), Margaret Elizabeth 
(domestic duties), Michael (miner). Shepardstown, Hume.

Gold Miner. Hotel Keeper. 

Born in Dundalk, Ireland: 27 July 1812 (family knowledge); 1812 
(death certificate); 1819 (marriage certificate). Parents: James Quinn, 
ship’s carpenter (farmer, my research shows) & Catherine (Keenan). 
Married at Howick, New Zealand (15km SE of Auckland): 24 July 
1848, John Lawrence Quin, aged 29 (actually 36), sailor & Anne 
Coalmoss (Colemoss), aged 15, spinster. 

Died at Bombala NSW: 6 April 1892. John Lawrence Quinn. Hotel 
keeper. Aged 80. Cause: heart disease, 14 years duration. Informant: 
Ann Quinn, wife, near Bombala. Children: Margaret 25, Patrick & 
Thomas both 21, Elenor 19, Henrietta 17, Charles Herbert 14, Mary 
Ann 10.(Only younger children mentioned.) Buried at Bombala on 11 
April 1892 by a Roman Catholic priest. Born Dundalk, Ireland. 52 
years in Colony (actually 61, arrived in 1831 as a convict). Married at 
Howick (Auckland), New Zealand: 24 July 1848: aged 36 (born 1812) 
to Anne Cole Moss. Parents: James Quinn, a ship’s carpenter (farmer), 


and Catherine (Keenan).

JLQ was known as Lawrence Quinn, shepherd, between 1830-38 
(NSW convict records). When he married in Howick (15km SE of 
Auckland) New Zealand, he was called John Lawrence Quinn, sailor. 
1852-53. Two children born at Miller's Point (The Rocks), Sydney. 
Jane Sarah Quinn was born 29 April 1852. James Michael Quinn was 
born 16 November 1853. 

About 1854. JLQ and Anne went to the diggings at Turon, NSW and 
Ovens, Victoria. A 1920 newspaper report described the Quinns as a 
"loyal old family of station employees... for many years at Burnima 
Station (8km N of Bombala) and Maffra Stations (2,800 acres, 14km E 
of Dalgety)". 

Their other children were born near Bombala (1858-82), except for 
Lawrence William (1859) who was born at Jindabyne. Interestingly, 
possibly a son John (1857) and Bridget (1859) were christened at 
Maitland. (Maybe JLQ visiting some old mates from his convict days?). 
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JOHN) LAWRENCE QUINN, CONVICT RECORDS. 

1830-31. Lawrence Quin. Convict. Arrived 30 April 1831 in Sydney 
Cove on the “Waterloo”from (Dublin) Ireland. Aged 16 (born 1814- 
15). Can read. Roman Catholic. Single. No children. Native of 
Dundalk. Servant boy. Offence: robbing master. 

Tried 30 July 1830 at Louth (in County Louth), Ireland. Sentenced for 
seven years. No former convictions. Five foot one inch tall. Sallow 
(yellowish) complexion (poor nutrition or other health disorders). 
Dark brown hair. Dark hazel grey eyes. Scar near centre of forehead; 
diagonal scar over right eye; warts on thumb & forefinger of left 
hand, others disfigured by a burn. 


Convict Ship Waterloo (2). Captain, Stephen Addison. Surgeon 
Superintendent, William Henry Trotman. Built in Bristol, 1815. 
Brought convicts to NSW (1829, 1831, 1833, 1836, 1838) and to Van 
Diemen's Land (1835). The ship’s Guard: a sergeant, a corporal, 27 
soldiers, 9 women, 2 children. At Kingstown, Dublin, 200 male 
convicts boarded the ship on 8 December 1830; mainly young men & 
boys. The Waterloo sailed on 18 December bound for Sydney. The 
weather during the voyage was mainly cold and wet with boisterous 
winds and rough seas. When crossing the Tropics things became 
rainy, hot and sultry with light winds. Ship's surgeon Trotman wrote: 
"the diseases most prevalent were itch & scurvy... which (was cured 
by) nitre and lime juice". Just one person died. The ship laid anchor at 
Sydney Cove (Harbour) on 30 April 1831. The convicts disembarked 
on 15 May. (They had brains then, a long quarantine on board ship). 
1831. Lawrence Quinn. Aged 16. Arrived in Sydney 1831. Seven year 
sentence. Employed by Mr B Wilkinson at Maitland (NW of 
Newcastle). 


1831. Principle Superintendent of Convicts: Lawrence Quinn. 
Waterloo 1831. Servant boy from Dundalk (Ireland). Sentenced on 20 
July 1830 (at Louth County, Ireland) to 7 years transportation for 
robbing his master. 

1833. Lawrence Quinn was assigned to Captain Robert Lethbridge 
Esquire, who had extensive pastoral holdings at Patrick’s Plain (50km 
NW of Newcastle). Lawrence worked mostly as a shepherd 1831-38. 
For neglect of his sheep he received 50 lashes (January 1833) and 75 
lashes (13 May 1833). For absconding: 50 lashes (16 December 
1833). 

1834. On 17 January, Laurence came before the Patrick's Plains 
bench again for losing 49 sheep (most were found). Lawrence got 28 
days gaol on bread and water for losing sheep, and 12 months in a 
Chain Gang for absconding. 

Chain Gangs. The badest convicts got hard labour in iron-gangs 
working on roads. 
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1834. Gaol Entrance Book. Lawrence Quinn. Arrival ship: Waterloo 
1831. 5 foot 5 inches tall. Slender. Sallow complexion. Black hair. 
Blue eyes. Assigned to Mr Lethbridge (as a shepherd). Crime: losing 
sheep (too bloody bad if they were stolen, or aborigines or dingoes 
got them). 

1838. 28 July. Certificate of Freedom. Lawrence Quin. Waterloo (2), 
1831. Native Place: Dundalk. Trade: sailor. Offence: robbing master. 
Tried at Louth (county, Ireland) on 20 July 1830. Seven year sentence. 
Born 1815. Height: 5 feet five inches. Dark sallow complexion. Black 
hair. Hazel eyes. General remarks: Nose cracked. Scar under and 
over outer corner of right eye brow. Small scar over centre of 
forehead. Head diseased (psoriasis?). Anchor, LQ (Lawrence Quinn) 
and two stars inside right wrist. Also lost top of 3 fingers of right 
hand. Lost left thumb & top of forefinger of left hand. 

1838. 24 September. Newcastle Bench Book. Lawrence Quinn. 
Waterloo 1831. Free by servitude. Fined 5 shillings or 6 hours in the 
stocks for drunkeness. 

1838-48. Sailor. Most likely, John Lawrence Quinn (JLQ) worked as a 
sailor in this time, as his 1848 marriage certificate gives this as his 
profession. 

1850s. Family legend says JLQ and Ann had a farm on the current site 
of the Sydney GPO, in Martin Place. Apparently he sold it for £10 or 
gambled it for a barrel of rum. 

1855-1890s. JLQ and his sons worked as shepherds and labourers on 
sheep and cattle runs in the Monaro. 

In 1884, JLQ’s eldest son James Michael Quinn (born 1853) was 
working on GunningGrah Station on the eastern side of the 
once mighty Snowy River. The Parkers were working on 
JimenBuen Station just over the river. JMQ made Elizabeth 
Parker pregnant with Leslie Parker, who was born 27 
September 1884 at JimenBuen Station.

A.H.Wright wrote the Quinns were a ‘loyal old family of station 
employees (and) were for many years employed on the Burnima and 
Maffra stations’. JLQ's “family had two flocks of sheep to mind in the 
old shepherding days. He also always did the wool pressing. The 
eldest and another daughter getting married, each of their husbands 
for a time were employed on the Maffra part of the estate’. Bombala 
Times, 9 July 1920. JLQ had a hearing disease (tinitus, ringing in 
ears). 

1863. JLQ was a shepherd at Spring Flat, NSW. 

1870. Insolvency. Having such a massive family to feed and clothe 
took a massive toll on JLQ's finances. 
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1891. JLQ granted a Publican’s Licence for the Bridge Hotel at Little 
Plain, half-way between Bombala and Delegate at Little Plain bridge. 
1892. Coroner's Inquest. 7 April 1892 at Bombala. John Lawrence 
Quinn, aged 79. Born Ireland. Died at Little Plain near Bombala. 
Heart stopped. Cost of property possessed by deceased, £5, 13 
shillings, 8 pence. JLQ died at the dinner table. Manaroo Mercury, 12 
April 1892. 1891 Census. Bombala, Little Flat, NSW: 
Householder: John Lawrence Quinn. 3 males & 4 females. 1 
Chinaman. 


1890 Will. At Little Flat Bridge, NSW. Drawn up. April 7, 1890. 
"I JOHN LAURENCE QUINN do certify that I am in my proper senses 
and of sound mind do bequeath to my Wife all of my property Real 
and personal Consisting of one acre of Land of Little Plain Bridge No. 
242. With all Improvements thereon also all Furniture and all of my 
other effects such as Harness Cow, Calf, Dray and Spring Cart and all 
else belonging to me and to be left to her disposition hereafter. (The 
mark X) of JOHN LAURENCE QUINN. 
1892, 1 September. Probate: Granted to Ann Quinn, widow. Goods 
sworn under £479. (His debts totalled £449). The house cum hotel 
had 4 bedrooms, 2 parlours, a dining-room, kitchen & bar.

JLQ, wife Ann ColeMoss & children lived at: 
1852-53. Millers Point, Sydney.1855. Kameruka (10km SW of Bega). 
Julia was born during a bullock wagon trip to Bombala. 1859. 
Jindabyne. 1861-63. Spring Flat or Mount Cooper (20 N of Bombala). 
1867-69. Shoemakers Creek. 1870-71. Burnima Station. 1874. Arable 
Station. 1875-76. Bobundara, next to Dalgety (Greville’s POD). 1890- 
93. Little Plain. 
JLQ worked as a shepherd on the above-named sheep and cattle runs 
in the Monaro. He also worked on Woolway (so did the Parker's) and 
Bungarby Stations. 
‘There is an immense old willow tree on the main road-side to 
Bibbenluke, which was planted at a well-side by her (Ann ColeMoss) 
over 50 years ago, where in those days she used to draw her 
household supply of water, and also do her clothes washing under the 
little shade then given by the tree’. 1820, Bombala Times.

19. ANN COLE MOSS Mother of sixteen. Well known 
midwife, 1874. 
Born 22 April 1833 (descendants knowledge). Christened 30 May 
1833 at St Mary’s Church Limerick, County Limerick, Ireland. Father 
James Colemoss, 37th Regiment of Foot. Mother Mary. Church of 
Ireland record. 
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At 16 years old converted to Roman Catholicism from the Church of 
England. Laurence her husband, a Roman Catholic, was a witness. 
Married: (1) at Howick, New Zealand, 27 July 1848, John Lawrence 
Quinn, sailor, aged 29 (actually 36) and Ann Cole, aged 15; (2) 08 Feb 
1893, Ann Quinn, widow and William John Cain. Living at Little Plain 
(Bombala), NSW. 


William Cain spent any money Ann may have had. It was not a happy 
marriage. Ann did go to New Zealand for the 1897 reunion of the 
Fencibles. Though very small in stature she was fiery, as was her 
daughter Julia. Several of her children were not registered because 
the family were not near a place to do so. Julia was born in the bullock 
wagon going to Bombala. Ann was a very tough little pioneer. 


Remarkably Ann Colemoss died exactly 78 years to the day after she 
married JLQ! I’m certain she loved him. 


Died 24 Jul 1926 at 19 Olive St Paddington, NSW, aged 93.Senility, 
Myocarditis. Born at Nottingham, England (actually Limerick, 
Ireland). Father: James Cole Moss, army colonel (a private). Mother: 
Mary Morphett. Buried Roman Catholic cemetery Randwick (Coogee 
Cemetery) with her son Charles Herbert Quinn. 76 years in NSW 
(arrived 1850). Never went to hospital. Had only one slight illness 
during her life. Native of England. Kept the Bridge Hotel at Bombala 
with her husband JLQ. Anne used to smoke a clay pipe. She had a 
fiery temper and it is said she once saw off a bushranger. Newspaper 
obituary: ‘6 sons & 10 daughters; accompanied her husband JLQ to 
the diggings at Turon NSW and Ovens Vic; survived by 341 
descendants.’ 


1849. Baptism & Recantation. On 22 April 1849 before me, Philip I. 
Viard (Bishop of Auckland), stood ANN COALMOSS, aged 16 years, 
who having acknowledged that the Catholic Apostolic and Roman 
Church is the only true Church of God, the only heir of the promise 
and authority of that Divine Saviour of her own free will and without 
any Compulsion .... (baptised) ....in the temporary Chapel at 

Howick .... in the presence of Laurence Quinn, and others... 


1920. Family Photo. Not often a camera-man gets the opportunity to 
take a picture of five generations of one family, and that happened 
when Mrs Laurence Quinn, until recently a resident of Bombala, 
walked in to have her photo taken. She is 87 and the group included 
her eldest daughter and three other generations down to one of her 
21 great great grandchildren. The old lady's descendants are 16 
children all alive, 104 grandchildren, 134 great grandchildren, and 
the 21 mentioned. This loyal old family of station employees were for 
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many years at Burnima and Maffra Stations. There is a standing 
growing memorial at Schumaker's Creek to the memory of Old Mrs 
Quinn, that of an immense old willow tree on the main roadside to 
Bibbenluke, which was planted at a well-side by her over 50 years 
ago, where she used to draw her household water supply and also do 
her clothes washing under the little shade then given from the tree. 
Bombala Times, 16 July 1920. 

Pioneer’s death: Anne Cain (nee Cole Moss), whose death at 
Paddington at the age of 93 years is announced, had never been in 
hospital and suffered only one slight illness in her life. She had 
sixteen children - six sons and ten daughters. Mrs Cain arrived at 
Sydney in the early fifties from New Zealand after her marriage to the 
late Mr John Lawrence Quinn. She accompanied him to the diggings 
at Turon, NSW and Ovens, Victoria. Mrs Cain, who died on the 
anniversary of her first marriage, is survived by 3 daughters, 3 sons, 
104 grandchildren, 156 great grandchildren and 75 great great 
grandchildren - 341 descendants. Her eldest daughter is 75 years of 
age. Her eldest great great grandchild is 18 years old, the youngest 
being 4 months.

The story from my mother is that her mother Annie didn’t get on with the father William Shiels and never 
spoke about him. On the other hand, William was closest to his second daughter Nellie. The story from 
mum is that William was a drunken, womanising sot. Ellen and William were query separated. I say 
query because he remained down in the Gundagai, area and died in Queanbeyan in 1924 while Ellen 
moved to Cooranbong. William visited Cooranbong enough to father three more children. The story goes 
he didn’t bring home the bacon and drank most of it, so Ellen had to take in washing to keep the family. 
The children were schooled at the Seventh Day Adventist College. Because of the younger children, and 
William working down Monaro way, the older children had to help feed the family. William John became 
the “man” of the house, but Ellen sadly lost him to the war. Her letters to the Army are in his records. He 
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was obviously a loved only son. My grandmother also idolized her elder brother. He was quite a looker, 
as was his father. He married weeks before he was killed and his mother got nothing of his effects, or his 
death plaque. I have a search on for his medals. 

However this is not the picture painted by Trove and the Gundagai press. William appears to be an 
upstanding family man working to raise funds to build a hospital in Gundagai. He was caretaker of the 
racecourse and later built an entrance gate for the racecourse and showground. He erected fences round 
town and shire. He built a school house at 5 Mile, and also built the road, which included blasting through 
rocks, from Gundagai to Tumut. He was also involved in orchards with his father in Castle Hill, NSW. His 
son William John won prizes for selling the most cards to raise funds for the hospital for two years running 
at the Gundagai Hospital Ball. My grandmother aged 5 also did the Cakewalk as an entertainment for the 
Gundagai Hospital Ball. He was on the Ball committee with his wife. Why they went their separate ways, I 
couldn’t say. He had his own building company. Perhaps it was conditions at Reno which prompted Ellen 
to leave. He did get into trouble twice. He was up before a magistrate when a roo dog, that he failed to 
re-register after purchasing, killed some sheep. He was fined and had to pay court costs. He was also 
accused of stealing fence posts from Mt Kimo station. He engaged representation and got off because it 
proved to be a misunderstanding between one of William’s employees. It was thrown out. He stood to 
inherit money from Scotland, but I am still following up on that. His parents died destitute in Gundagai 
after moving from S.A. The Shiels lived near the Quinns in Reno.
